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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Claim 1-7 and 15-19 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 

LI 42(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention. Election was made without traverse in the 
reply filed on 07/05/06. Accordingly, claims 8-14 are being treated on the merits. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to because reference number 16 is discussed with respect to 
drawing 3, but not illustrated in the drawing. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 
CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. 
Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or 
figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is 
to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where 
necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets 
may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet 
submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either 
"Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not 
accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective 
action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 1 12: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 8-14 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

The phrase "thin line structure" is unclear, rendering these claims indefinite. It is not 
clear from the specification what applicant intends by the phrase "thin line structure." Moreover, 
this phrase does not appear to be a term of art, since a search of the PTO database revealed no 
usage of this phrase. Therefore, it is impossible to determine the scope of the present claims, 
since the structure intended by the phrase at issue cannot reasonably be ascertained. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patentA 

Claims 8-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Canaperi (USPN 
6,524,935) 

Canaperi teaches articles comprising a silicon substrate, a strain relaxed silicon 
germanium layer and a metal silicide layer, e.g., CoSi, formed therebetween (see col. 6, lines 35- 
47, for instance). Regarding the phrase M thin line structure" as recited in the instant claims, as 
noted above, applicant has failed to provide guidance with respect to this phrase and, moreover, 
states that the structure may be dependent on the amount of defects in the silicon germanium 
layer. Accordingly, it is the Examiner's position that the phrase encompassed silicide layers that 
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are substantially continuous, such as those disclosed by Canaperi. Accordingly, it is the 
Examiner's position that the present claims are anticipated by Canaperi. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
6. Claims 13 and 14 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. The prior art of record fails to teach or to suggest 
nickel silicide layers in combination with the other layers recited in these claims.
